Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Intervention by the United States in Cuba to 
restore order is a possibility of the near fu- 
ture, unless life, property, and individual 
liberty are fully protected by the Cuban gov- 
ernment. In the event of the new republic 
y demonstrating its inability to control the 
rioting strikers a serious situation is pre- 
sented and one with which the United States 
will have to deal, according to the terms of 
the Platt amendment. 

It the Cubans cannot govern themselves 
they must be taught to be governed,” said a 
prominent official today in discussing the 
situation. } 

Minister Sqyiers at Havana has officially 
confirmed the reports of rioting at Havana 
and was instructéa by the department of 
state to do all in his power to aid in restoring 
order, and to keep this government advised 
as to the progress of affairs. f 

If there is necessity for intervention on the 
part of the Unmed States such a serious step 
will not be taken until after mature consid- 
eration, and the government will proceed with 
the utmost deliberation before exercising the 
right given it by the Platt amendment, which 
provides for intervention, the maintenance of 
a government adequate for the protection of 
life, property, and individual liberty, and 
for discharging the obligations with respect 
te Cuba imposed by the treaty of Paris.

There is no disposition on the part of the 
administration to interfere in Cuban affairs 
unless it becomes absolutely necessary to 
| do so. President Roosevelt and his advis- 
ers have the welfare of the new republic 
at heart, aré anxious to see it succeed, and 
will interpose no obstacles in the way of 
its success. 

In officia] circles the outbreaks at Havana 
are deplored, and those who have expressed 
themselves on this subject are hopeful that 
| peace will be restored at once and that the 
| laws will be respected by the people of 
Cuba. 


Politics Cause of Riots. 

Political ambitions are almost wholly re- 
sponsible for the riots at Havana. One of 
the best posted men in Washington, so far 
as Cuban affairs are concerned, is authority 
for the statement that Diego Tamayo, mayor 
of Havana, who aspires to higher honors, 
is responsible for the riots. 

| About midwinter the elections will be held, 
* “| and it is said Maydr Tamayo desires to be 
elected governor of Havana province. The 
labor vote of Havana is large enough to con- 
trol the election, and the official in question 
asserted the mayor of Havana has done 
nothing toward suppressing the rioters be- 
cause of the fear that a large number of 
votes will be lost through attempts to re- 
store order. Thus the strikers have been 
permitted to have full sway, and the situ- 
tion is gradually becoming worse, notwith- 
standing the assurances of the Cuban gov- 
ernment to the contrary. 

It is also asserted that the police force is 
adequate to handle the situation, but the 
efficiency of that force has been destroyed 
because of the lack of support by the mayor 
and others in authority.

DEFINES RAGE FOR GAVEL. 


LORIMER SELECTS J. H. MILLER TO 
RUN FOR “ORGANIZATION.” 


L. XI. Sherman's Friends Now Likely 
to Induce Him to Be an Active Can- 


didate, So as to Unite the Op [Ost- | 


‘ Caucus of Aspirants Held at Kins- 
ley’s and They Relactantly Yield 
to Orders of Administration. 


Representative John H. Miller of McLeans- 
boro. has been selected by William Lori- 
mer as the organisation candidate for 
speaker of the house. This forces Lawrence 
. Sherman into the contest for the speaker- 
ship. Within three days he undoubtedly will 
be found an active candidate for the place in 
response to the demands of his friends, both 
in and outside legislative circles. In other 
words, Sherman will be pitted against Miller. 

The bringing out of Miller occurred at a 


caucus held at Kinsley's, at which were Mr. 


Lorimer, T. N. Jamieson, Dan Hogan, Chair- 
man Rowe of the state central committee, 
and eight candidates for the speakership. 
Lindley, Burgett, Shurtleff, Curtis, Wheeler, 
Kopf, Shanahan, and Miller were present. 


Hard to Round Up Candidates. 


The preliminary skirmishing began early 
in the afternoon at the Great Northern hotel, 
and some difficulty was experienced in in- 
ducing some of these candidates to go to 
the meeting at Kinsley’s. Every man in the 
eight considered himself the most likely can- 
didate in the lot, and not one of them was 
disposed to give up without a fight. The 
combination was rounded up by Augustus 
W. Nohe. Mr. Lorimer felt that the groubd 
was slipping from under his feet, and it was 
desirable to get a candidate for the speak- 
ership with all possible haste. So the men 
were got together at Kinsley’s and, after 
discussing the situation pro and con, on 
questions geographical and otherwiée, Mr. 
Miller was selected to be the standard bearer 
for Lorimer and Yates. 

Thereupon the other seven men wrote a 
request to Mr. Miller, asking him to become 
a candidate for the speakership and pledg- 
ing him their support. It is needless to add 
that Mr. Miller accepted promptly, greatly 
to the delight of Maj. Daniel Hogan. 


All Loath to Give Up. 
Mr. Lindley was loath to give up. Mr. 


Burgett, who had one vote, his own, was sad. 
Mr. Shurtleff said it made little difference 
to him, anyway, as he never had his heart 
set on the place. Mr. Curtis was, as usual, 
placid. Mr. Wheeler was none too well 
pleased with the result, while Kopf and Shan- 
ahan took their medicine without flinching, 
being good Lorimer men. The process of 
rounding up the outside legislators will be- 
gin at once. The men present, after going 
over the legislative ground, declared that 
they had a trifle over fifty votes at their 


command—a claim which is far wide of the. 


truth. 

Charles A. Allen of Vermilion county, one ef 
the oldest members of the house, was in the 
city yesterday, and, after paying his respects 
to Mr. Sherman and Representatives Beitler 
and Cherry, announced himself as a candi- 
date for the speakership. 


Claims of the Machine. 


Charley Allen is Cannon's right hand man. 
He has eight or ten good votes for the speak- 
ership in his own section. Charley T. Cherry 
is a bosom friend of Albert J. Hopkins. He 
has been in charge of Hopkins’ quarters at 
the Great Northern and has been Hopkins’ 
traveling companion fora year. The Lorimer 
combination is tearing through the state, 
claiming to represent Cannon and Hopkins, 
too, in state matters, and saying to the in- 
experienced legislators: 

“If you ever expect anything from Cannon 
or Hopkins, or Yates or Roosevelt, you had 
better come with us, for we are it.“ 

The fact that both Cherry and Allen are 
in this fight—Cherry, Hopkins’ most trusted 
friend; Allen, Cannon's manager in his dis- 
trict and lifelong follower—completely re- 
futes the claim made by the Yates-Lorimer 
crowd. 

Cherry now has more votes than any other 
aspirant for the position. Allen has nine, ten, 
or eleven followers who will go with him 
to the finish. Beitler has about a dozen 
legisiators in Cook county who will sup- 
port him loyally. There ie no rancor or til 


feeling among these three men. They have 
the utmost respect for each other and are 
rival candidates. Every one of the three 
is friendly to Sherman. They assisted in 
making him the speaker of the house on two 
occasions, They will follow him any time 
his banner is raised. 

Ordinarily in affairs of this character, Mr. 
Lorimer puts up a dummy as a candidate, 
and at the last minute, probably afew hours 
before the happening, whatever it is, brings 


must stick to him to the end. Miller comes 
from way down in Egypt. He holds a posi- 
tion under Gov. Yates, and was a member 
of the last general assembly. He also is a 


member of the state central committee, and 


an influential man in state affairs. Shurt- 
leff would have been a more available con- 
didate because he comes from McHenry 
county, right in Cherry’s county, and he 
would have cut into Cherry's vote. | 


Will Draw the Line Sharply. 

The action of last night will most certainly 
draw the line sharply, as between the con- 
tending forces, and there can be no doubt as 
to the result. It will force Sherman into 
the fleld as a candidate against Miller. Up 
to this time Sherman has said, and still in- 
sists, he does not want to be a candidate. 
The last session was a hard although a short 
one for Sherman as speaker. It laid him up 
for five months, and he did not want to under- 
take the task again. But the demand will 
be made upon him, and he must lead the fight. 


PRIEST STARTS CHURCH PANIC. 


Neapolitan Minister’s Realistic Sermon 
Frightens Congregation and Sev- 
eral Are Injured.

“TAXPAYER” IN THE DUNNING 
_ SUIT SAYS HE IS NOT GUILTY. 


Ex-Coal Dealer Finds He Has Been 
Used te Attack the Appe 
Neely and the 
the County Instita- 
tion—Calls Up Lawyer and Astt= 
Questions—Says He Kuows Nothing 
About the Case. 


Can a man be the complainant in an im- 
portant lawsuit for nearly six months and 
yet not know it? 

Adolph Ender, who has been posed as the 
taxpayer in the various legal actions 
brought for the purpose of ousting Dr. John 
R. Neely and Miss Helen 8. Hay from their 
positions in the county institutions at Dun- 
ning says such a thing is possible. 

Mr. Ender was discovered yesterday 
after interested people had made various 
guesses as to his identity. When pressed 
for his reasons for attacking the medical 
director and the chief nurse at Dunning he 
declared positively that he never had heard 
of the suits before. 

Who are Dr. Neely and Miss Hay?” he 
asked, with a puzzled look, when a reporter 
for Take Trisune found him sitting in a féed 
store at Halsted street and Austin avenue. 
I never heard of them before. What is all 
this about?“ 

It was explained to him that he had ap- 
peared on various legal documents as the 
comp.ainant taxpayer who objected to Dr. 
Neely and ‘Miss Hay holding their positions, 
A. D. Gash and James Harvey Hooper being 
attorneys in the case for the attack. 


No Desire to Pose as Taxpayer.“ 

Mr. Ender admitted he did not read the 
newspapers every day, and seemed much 
perturbed when told that many columns had 
been printed about the action which, it ap- 
peared, he had brought. He insisted he had 
no desire to pose as the champion of the tax- 
payers of Cook county in an attempt to save 
about $3,500 In the expenses of the Dunning 
establishment, and to thwart the reforms in- 
stituted there by advice of the Billings- 
Patrick committee. | 

The champion taxpayer, as he appears 
in the bills on file in the courts, was until 
recently à coal dealer at 19 West Chicago 
avenue. This fall he ran against the soft 
coal trust and at present he is straighten- 
ing out the remnants of his former affairs, 
making his headquarters in a flat building 
at Austin avenue and Green street. Some 
time ago, so he says, he had some legal busi- 
ness, and took it to James Harvey Hooper. 


He Questions the Lawyer. 

When told that he was on record as the 
complainant in the plea for injunction which 
Judge Dunne granted on Monday. Ender 
hastened to a telephone and called up Law- 
yer Hooper. 

He wanted an explanation in detail, and did 
not appear to be satisfied with what he heard 
over the wire. 

„Hooper says that I told him last summer 
he could use my name, but I don’t recollect 
it.” said Ender, with perplexity all over his 
face. What is this case all about? I never 
heard of it before. All I ever had to do with 
Dunning was when my wife went there three 
years ago. I never heard of these people, 
didn’t know they held office, or even existed. 
and never dreamed of bringing suit to get 
them out. I wonder what sort of a mess 
Hooper is getting me into.“ 

Attorneys Gash and Hooper freely admit 
that they are not actually acting for Ender, 
but they refuse to say who is back of the 
legal procedure, one of the recent results of 
which were the ousting of A. N. Lange from 
the superintendency. | 


| Suspects a “Ring.” 

John Hanberg, retiring president of the 
county board, has learned of the exietence 
of a ring among Dunning employés, which— 
in addition to the Lange matter—he suspects 
is at the bottom of the trouble. Evidences 
of the ring’s existence came out recently. 

“I have my own ideas about this associa- 
tion. sald Mr. Hanberg yesterday, dut I 
am not sufficiently posted to make any names 
public. I have long considered Ender as 
merely a man who was induced to allow the 
use of his name to cloak the actions of cer- 
tain people in the county service who were

„To Messrs, Baer, Thomas, Truesdale, 
Olyphant, Fowler, and Walter, presidents: 

The undersigned indtvidual coal opera- 
tors whose product is carried over one or the 
other of your respective railroads having 
learned efforts are being made to effect a set- 
tlement of the questions now before the an- 
thracite coal strike commission, of which the 
individual coal operators have been made 
a party at the request of the commission 


respectfully to enter their vigorous protest 
against any such settlement to be made 
at this time, and set forth the following 


1. We betieve that such a settlement at 
this time and upon the basie suggested would 
forever establish the power and perpetuate 
the injustice perpetrated by the united mine- 
workers. 

2. That such settlement would be, in the 
eyes of the public, a confession that we have 
heretofore been guilty of all the offenses 
charged against us by the said mineworkers. 


Think Concession Too Great. 

“3. That we have, and believe that vou 
have, such a perfect and complete defense to 
the allegations made by the coOmplainan 
before the commission that any deal 
award the commission would render would 
be far less than the amount we understand 
that it is proposed to concede, especially to 
miners and their laborers. 

“4. That aside from any money consid- 
erations this commission, composed as we 
believe of men that are absolutely fair, un- 
biased, and of unusual expertence and good 
judgment in their findings. will make such 
declaration as will for many years put a 
ban upon unlawful practices, oppression of 
nonunion men, unjustifiable demands, and 
other grievances that we have been suffer 
ing under since 1900, when the union first 
took possession of our property. If, on the 
other hand, this settlement be made now., 
when not a single witness has been called 
on our part or on your behalf, it will be 
“an absolute and distinct surrender to the 
miners’ union and the troubles above re- 
ferred to will not only be continued but so 
magnified as to be absolutely unbearable, 


Claim Miners Are Beaten. | 

The hearings before the anthracite coal 
strike commission present the first oppor- 
tunity the coal operators have ever had of 
presenting their case before the general pub- 
lic, who are really an important third party 
since abstracts at least of these proceed- 
ings are published all over the United States, 
and it is a duty that we owe to ourselves, as 
well as to then to prove that the continued 
and repeated charges of injustice, barbarity, 
and extortion are absolutely unfounded, ali 
of which the individual operators at least 
propose to do. 

“The case as presented already shows 
such weakness that we believe they were al- 
most disheartened when thes- suggestions 
for a compromise were made We believe 
that any surrender on our part, which would 
be practically what this compromise wouial 
amount to, would be by far the most serious 
mistake ever made in the anthracite coat 
business.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]— 
Among the suggestions being made by the 
callers at the White house is that the passage 
by the senate of the French reciprocity treaty, 
and possibly one or two other commercial 
agreements, would go far toward satisfying 
the demand of the people for tariff revision. 

All of the reciprocity treaties are still before 
the senate for action. Western senators say 
there seems a general demand for the ratifica- 
tion of the French treaty. Furthermore, 
they say these treaties will satisfy both the 
consumer and the manufacturer in this 
country, because the effect is to cut down the

The president's message, which is now being 
put into type, contains the usual appeal for 
some definite action on the reciprocity trea 
negotiated under the previous administration, 
and in behalf of which President McKinley’s 
last speech was made. 

Even some of the eastern advocates of 
Chinese wall protection are now ready to ad- 
mit that some of the reciprocity -treaties 
might be passed, and it is conceded on all-sides 
that if this reciprocity idea were once in- 
augurated it would probably put an end to 
the demand for tariff revision, at least for 
some time to come. 

Some of the western republicans, who at 
heart favor tariff revision, are afraid to have 
matters brought to an issue, as they fear 
splitting the party on the eve of a presiden- 
tial election. These men have added their

If the French reciprocity treaty should be 
ratified it would mean an immediate market 
in France, at the lowest tariff rate, for such 
Staple American products as cattle, hogs, 
poultry, fresh and salt meat, hides, pota- 
toes, flour, and wheat, coal, steel, copper, 
and lead, glass, machinery, agricultural im- 
plements of all kinds, stoves. bridge beams, 
railway rolling stock materials, pianos and 
2 instruments, toys, matches, or cor- 
sets. 
The United States is guaranteed the mini- 
mum French tariff on no less than 574 enu- 
merated classes of articles, embracing the 
— of farm and factory, city and coun- 
ry. 
On the other hand, the American consum- 
er would get the direct benefit arising from 
a reduction of from 5 to 20 per cent in the 
duties levied here on such articles of daily 
use as silk goods, hosiery, and knit goods, 
ready made clothing, laces, jewelry, toys, 
macaroni, perfumery, bottles, window glass, 
cutlery of all kinds, nails, furniture, watches, 
the finer grades of paper. straw hats, furs, 
mineral waters, and liqueurs. 
This list includes a perceptible amount of 
the articles in daily use in this country. Mem- 
bers of congress arriving here Say the farm- 
ers would welcome, a treaty which would 
open up a French market for their live stock, 
meats, and flour and at the same time re- } 
duce prices on cotton goods, nails, furniture, 
cutlery, glass, and similar articles now gen- 
erally manufactured in this country by 
trusts and big corporations making vast 
profits. 

The suggestion is being urged that the 
French treaty is peculiarly adapted to bene- 
fit the western states in particular, because 
the concessions to France are largely borne 
by the iron and steel men of Pennsylvania. 
the cutlery men of Connecticut, and the cot- 
ton and knit goods men of New England. 

In many respects, it is being urged, the 
French treaty reduces duties on the articles 
most frequently mentioned by the tariff re- 
visionists, while at the same time it opens 
up a vast foreign market for American agri- 
cultural products and manufactures. -

These arguments are having a good deal 
of effect among arriving congressmen, and 
the idea, as a political proposition, that the 
people in the west who are clamoring for 
tariff revision will be more than satisfied 
with the passage of the French treaty now 
is gaining ground rapidly. 

The treaty already has been the subject 
of several conferences between Secretary 
Hay and Senator Cullom, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee in the senate, 
and the result is an understanding that the 
French and other treaties shall be called up 
at once. 

It is believed the president would be quite 
willing to accept the entering wedge of reci- 
procity as a sufficient step toward tariff re- 
form for the present. On the other hand, 
the party leaders say they would prefer to 
go before the people on a reciprocity issue

The result of all these influences is a posi- 
tive boom for the French treaty. This does 
not mean its passage by any means, as the 
opposition of the New England cotton mills, 
the cutlery men, and the glass trust is as 
strong as ever.

FRYE IS FOR SHIP SUBSIDIES. 


Presiding Officer of Senate Declares He 
Favors Plan More than Ever— 
Wants No Tariff Changes. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—{Special.}]— 
Jam now more than ever in favor of a sub- 
sidy for American shipping, said Senator 
Frye of Maine. the presiding officer of the 
senate. ‘‘ The syndicate has purchased a 
lot of old ships. In the next ten years they 


ships. If we authorize a subsidy, those new 
ships will be built in this country; if not, they 
will be built abroad. 

“I Know nothing about the prospects for 
the house enacting the subsidy bill before 
the present congress expires, or of the senti- 
ment among republican members regarding 
it. Talk of tariff revision is absurd. The 
country is in the midst of great prosperity.. 
Why should we spoil it by entering upon leg- 
islation which would disarrange business 
relations and certainly cause depression over 
the country? | 

“It is absurd to propose tariff re- 
vision as a means of regulating the trusts. 
Suppose we should attempt to reduce the tar- 
iff on articles made by trusts? Smaller con- 
cerns engaged in similar business would be 
affected by the new rates just the same as 
the trusts themselves. What would besthe 
result? Small concerns would be most se- 
verely harmed and some of them would be 
driven out of business entirely. while the 
trusts could better stand under the new con- 
ditions and would have a greater monopoly 
than ever. It is improbable that the senate 
could complete, at the short session, such 
amendments to the Sherman law as might 
be necessary under present conditions.“ 


SHIPS READY FOR MANEUVERS. 


Heavy Vessels of North Atlantic 
Squadron Arrive et Culebra from 
| Hampton Roads. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—The heavy 
ships of the north Atlantic squadron which 
are to participate In the winter maneuvers 
in the Caribbean sea arrived at Culebra yes- 
terday from Hampton roads. They are the 
Kearsarge, Alabama, Massachusetts, De- 
troit, Cincinnati.

CANAL DEAL 18 BLOCKED. 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH COLOMBIA 
COME TO A STOP. 


United States Unable to Take Further 
Action in the Affair—Neither Gov- 
ernment Will Yield and Each Says 
Concessions Are Impossible—The 
Friends of Nicaragua Route See 
Hope in the Tieup Over the Panama 
Strip and Make a Proposition. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
At the cabinet meeting today it was an- 
nounced that the negotiations with Colombia 
in regard to the Panama canal have come to 
a dead stop. While no such thing as an ulti- 
matum has passed, the precise situations 
may be described in the statement that the 
Colombian minister here, Concha, has dis- 
tinctly informed the state department that 
he cannot on behalf of his government ac- 
cept the last proposition of the United States 
as a basis of a canal treaty. 

The state department has already let it be 
known that it has come to the end of its 
concessions, so the chances of a renewal of 
the negotiations in the near future are not 


bright. 


One fact brought to the attention of the 
state department is that the original canal 
concessions will expire in 1904 and it has been 
suggested that the Colombian government 
has that fact in mind and is disposed to re- 
frain from making a treaty now in the expec- 
tation that the franchise will lapse and it 
thus may be ina position to build the canal 
itself or sell a new concession. 

This state of affairs will stimulate the ne- 
gotiations with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
for the alternate route, but it now appears 
that the diplomatic representatives of those 
countries are not disposed to allow them- 
selves,to be used to coerce Colombia and, 


theref@re, are desirots. of remaining in the 
back und until it shall be clearly estab- 
lished that no treaty can be made betweeh, 


Colombia and the United States. 


WEST PARK BOARD “HARD UP”: 
IMPROVEMENTS MUST WAIT. 


Citizens Who Have Been Striving for 
Years to Accomplish Betterments 
Are Given No Hope. 


The west park board is “ held up again. 
and the various organizations which have 
been working to bring about improvements 
in the parks are meeting with disappoint- 
ment. 

A committee of property owners has been 
working the last three years in an effort 
to secure an open air gymnasium and nata- 
torium at Humboldt park, but it was an- 
nounced by the park commissioners yester- 
day that the plan would have to be dropped 
indefinitely. 

The West End Improvement club asked the 
commissioners to abolish the old - bicycle 
track at Garfield park. but it was said that 
this could not be done this winter. The same 
proposition came before the commissioners 
nearly a year ago, but nothing ever came 
of it. The members of the Improvement 
club ask that the track be removed and the 
space used for park purposes. 

Bills aggregating nearly $500,000 were 
brought to the attention of the board and 
referred to the finance committee. Of this 
sum $300,000 are on last year’s tax warrants. 
Over $50,000 is for street improvements. 
Among the bills was one for $850 due the 
Western Bank Note and Engraving com- 
pany for printing the small park bonds. 
Most of the tax Ku warrants will be re- 
deemed as quickly as possible, and at the 
next meeting the board will retire $140,000 
worth of bonds. 

There are many things the park commis- 
sioners would like to do in the way of im- 
provements,” said Commissioner Graham, 
but it is impossible because of lack of 
funds.”’

Disfranchised Men to Demand $5,000 
Damages Each from All Involved 
in Their Losing Votes. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 25.—John S. Wise. 
counsel for the colored contestants of the 
new constitution, has taken steps for the 
issuing of an unlimited number of printed 
suit forms and their distribution broadcast 
throughout Virginia. Each negro who was 
denied registration under the suffrage clause 
may fill in as many as may be necessary and 
file them by his attorney in the nearest 
Circuit court of the United States for that 
particular district. He may bring suit for 
$5,000 damages against every individual 
member of the constitutional convention, the 
governor, the three members of the registra- 
tion board who refused to register him, and 
the three judges at the plaintiff's voting pre 
cinct. Mr. Wise alleges conspiracy.

TOM OCHILTREE 
OF TEXAS DIES. 


Famous 
Away at Hot Springs, Va., 
of Heart Disease. 


HAD A STRANGE CAREER. 


Brought Into Prominence by 
Wager and Became Known 
All Over the World. 


Hot Springs, Va., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Thomas P. Ochiltree died. here at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon of heart trouble. He had been 
in a sinking condition since yesterday morn- 
ing and it was a surprise to his prysician, 
Dr. F. W. Chapin, as well as to others, that 
he lived until today. He was conscious this 
morning, but soon grew much worse and lost 
consciousness again. He died without pain. 
Arrangements for his funeral will be made 
by friends in New York. * 

Thomas P. Ochiltree, colonel by birth, war- 
rior, statesman, journalist, diplomat, pro- 
moter, bon vivant, raconteur, and friend of 
the rich, was as well known in England and 
on the continent as he was in Washington, 
New York, Chicago, and in Texas, his birth- 
place. 

There are several explanations as to how 
Tom Ochiltree attained fame, one. generally 


spondent wagered with a friend that he 
could make any member of congress known 
from one end of the country to the other 
within a year. Ochiltree was then a member 
of the house of representatives from Texas. 
The correspondent picked out Ochiltree, red 
headed, a good story teller, and fond of no- 
toriety, as his protégé. Then he began to 
send to his paper good stories, and it was not 
long before Ochiltree became a personage to 
be quoted. 


Early Career of Ochiltree. 


Ochiltree, however, did much to keep him- 
self in the public eye. Particular never to 
divulge his age, it was said that he was 
born in Nacogdoches parish, Tex.. in 1840. 
He was a son of Judge William B. Ochiltree, ° 
a distinguished lawyer and one of the foun- 
ders of the Texas republic. When he was 
15 years old he volunteered as a private in 
the Texas rangers. 

Before he was 21 he was editor of the 
Jeffersonian and was a delegate to national 
Ylemocratic conventions at Charleston and 
Baltimore. In the civil war he was on the 
staffs of Gen. Tom Green and Gen. Dick 
Taylor, on the confederate side, and won 
distinction as a messenger for Gen. Long- 
street. 


Friend of Gen. Grant. 
„President Grant had some regard for the 
big Texan, and in his first term made him a 
United States marshal of Texas. He soon 
tired of the work and became proprietor and 
editor of the Houston Telegraph. He went 
to New York with a letter of introduction 
from Gen. Richard Taylor. one of the leading 
southern turfmen befoh the wah,“ to 
August Belmont. Through Mr. Belmont, 
Ochiltree was introduced to many prominent 
men in New Vork. 

He went to Paris and was soon ona friend- 

ly footing with well known Americans there, 
one*of whom was the elder James Gordon 
Bennett. Col. Ochiltree couldn't see that it 
was possible for any metropolitan news- 
paper to outshine his Texas paper, so when 
Mr. Bennett cabled 2,000 words to his paper 
of the opening of the Paris exposition in 
1867, Col. Ochiltree asked that the ddspateh 
be duplicated to the Houston Telegraph. 
That was to show the Frenchmen that as an 
editor he was jusy as big as the next. 
Cable rates were high in those days and 
the cost of the dispatch was a severe drain 
on the resources of the Houston Telegraph. 
Three dass after it had been sent Col. Ochil- 
tree got word that the dispatch had been paid 
for, but as a result the paper had suspended 
publication. 

Wins Big Political Victory. 
Returning to this country, Col. Ochiltree 
ran for congress from the Seventh Texas 
district. Although the district embraced 
37,000 square miles and was strongly demo- 
cratic, he was elected by a comfortable plu- 
rality. 

Col. Ochiltree was a constant follower of 
the racetrack. In recent years Col. Ochiltree 
spent much of his time around the big New 
York hotels. 

One story of the Ochiltree collection was: 
He began practicing law with his father. 
One day while his father was away he had 
this sign posted over his father’s law office: 
Thomas P. Ochiltree and Father, Attor- 
neys.”’

Indiana Law Against the Assignment 
of Wages Held Invalid Because 
Is Is Not General. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 95.—[Special.}—The 


: law against pluck me stores by the last 


jegisiature is invalid. This act, which pro- 
hibits the assignment of wages that already 
have been earned in exchange for tokens pay- 
Able otherwise than in lawful money of the 
United States, was held to be unconstitutional 
by the Supreme court toaay. 

The ground on which the judgment * re- 
versed is that by its terms the statute applies 
only to two classes of persons—merchants and 
coal miners. Judge Dowling says: 

„The mechanic, the farmer, the profes- 
sional man, the banker, or broker may law- 
’ fully take an assignment of the wages of the 
coal miner, and in consideration of such 
transfer may issue the miner a check, ticket, 
or token payable only in merchandise, work, 
produce, professional service, or depreciated 
notes or currency, while the merchant must 
redeem his check, ticket, or token in gold, 
silver, treasury notes, or other lawful money. 
The act undeniably confers valuable priv- 
Ueges on the mechanic, farmer, professional 
man. banker and broker, and denies them to 
the merchant.’

VOTE NEW RULES. 
FOR TENEMENTS. 


Aldermen of Judiciary Com- 
mittee Recommend Ordi- 
nance for Passage. 


IN ITS ORIGINAL FORM. 


Main Object to Protect Families 
from Fire and. Insanitary 
Conditions. 


The “tenement house ordinance,” against 
which architects and builders have raised 
many objections, was recommended for pass- 
age yesterday by the judiciary committee of 
the city council. 

Although a number of amendments were 
proposed, none was adopted by the commit- 
tee, and the measure passed in its original 
form. Its egaliefit features are provisions to 


plenty of light and air ane other sanitary 
safeguards. 
Odject to the Title. 
One of the objections urged by the 


architects and builders who appeared before 


the committee was its title. They argued that 
“apartment house or collective build- 
ings were more genteel terms than tene- 
nient.’’ Ald. Mavor, who is the father of the 
measure, insisted that tenement was a good 
English word expressing the idea exactly, 
and if owners wanted to call their buildings 
apartments or anything else after they were 


’ erected, all right, but they must be erected in 


conformity with the ordinance. 

William E. Adams, secretary of the Archi- 
tects’ association, and C. W. Mills, presi- 
dent of the Builders’ association, claimed 
the ordinance was too drastic and set undue 
bounds to building operations in Chicago. 

Ald. Mavor replied that the building of. 
tenements’ was a business carried on for 
profit, and the citizens who’ occupied one 
had the same right to the protection of the 
law as the man who bought food in the mar- 
ket and expected it to be pure. 


Changes in Present Rules. 
‘The main amendments to the existing 
building ordinance are: 
‘In tenements of three stories or wader stair- 
cases may be of wood, but must be incased 
in brick walls. In all over three stories the 


staircases must be of iron and the surround- 


fireproof 
tenements of three stories and up to five 
the construction must ge slow burning.“ all 
laths of metal and floors covered with con- 
crete. - 

In all over five stories they must be abso- 
lutely Mreproof. 

In two storied tenements where a court ex- 
ists it must have at least 100 square feet of 


this is to be increased as the number of stories 
increase until in an eight storied building 
the floor space of the court must be at least 
840 square feet and its least width twenty- 
‘four feet. 

Window in Every Rooth. 

There must be at least one window opening 
into the outside air or a court for every room, 
and the window space for each room must 
be 10 per cent of its area. 

Where there is no rear alley a yard space of 
at least ten feet must be left. On inside lots 
the building shall not cover more than 70 per 
cent of the ground. On corner lots not more 
than 90 per cent. 

The height of no tenement shall by more 
than one-half exteed the width of the widest 
abutting street. 

In each apartment one room at least shall 
‘contain not less than 120 square feet of floor 
and no room, except closets and bathrooms, 
shall contain less than 70 square feet or be 
less than 8% feet from floor to ceiling. No 


“tenement. house room shall be occupied 


which contains less than 400 cubic feet of air 
for each person over 12 years of age and 
cubie feet of air for each person under that 
age. Every alcove is deemed a separate room 
for this purpose unless at least 20 per cent of

REVISED SUBWAY SCHEME 
‘SUBMITTED TO ALDERMEN. 


Question of the City’s Authority, How- 
ever, May Probe a Drawback to the 


- . Project—Union Labor Serves Notice. 


Whether the city can confer rights of emi- 
nent domain on a private corporation, such 
as that which through Hempstead Wash- 
burne and W. A. Alexander is seeking a 
subway grant, is a question which arose 
yesterday at a meeting of Ald. Herrmann’s 
‘subcommittee. The question was left un- 
answered, Mr. Alexander agreeing to bring 
an opinion at next week's meeting. 

A rearrangement of its projeeted subway 
loops was laid before the aldermen by the 
promoters. Engineer Schriver has planned 
a series of four loops, all in the downtown 
district, which will pass ninety-six blocks, as 
compared to forty-eight for the Union Ele- 
vated loop, and will require four and one- 
half miles of tunnel, or nine miles of track. 
They reach outside territory as follows: 

North side (tunnel at La Salle street) and north- 
west side (tunnel at Washington street)—Loop 
bounded by Randolph, Franklin, Madison, and 
Dearborn streets. 

Southwest side (tunnel dn Van Buren street) 
Loop bounded by Franklin, Clark, — 1 Madison 
streets and Jackson doulevard. 

South side (by way of State street)—State, Harri- 
son, Clark, and Madison streets; also State and 
Washington streets, Michigan avenue and Jackson 
boulevard. 

More than one tunnel will be required, in 
Ald. Herrmann’s opinion, to reach the north 
side conveniently, and Wabash avenue was 
suggested as the best point. 

Union labor also had a word to say. George 
W. Gary, for the structural iron workers, 
told the subway promoters that the unions 
will insist on an eight hour day. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE CONGRESS. 


Connecticut Health Officers Request 
Surgeon General to Call National 
Conference to Study Disease. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 25.—The state 
board of health tonight requested the sur- 
gebn general of the United States army to 
call a convention of state boards of health 
for the purpose of preventing a spread of bu- 
bonic plague. 

At the international convention of health 
authorities, held in this city two weeks ago, 
it was announced that if five states made 
a réquest for such a convention the surgeon 
general would call it. Connecticut is the 
fifth state and it is believed that a national 
convention will be called. 

The board condemned the manner in which 
the San Francisco board of health has han- 
dled the plague outbreak in that city.

ALLEN LAW GRANT IS KILLED. 


Oak Park Town Board Revokes Ordi- 


* mance Held by the Cicero and 
Proviso Line. | 


The only existing street railway ordinance 
so far as known granted under the Allen 


law, that held by the Cicero and Proviso 


Electric company, was revoked last night 
by the town board of Oak Park. 

This action was the result of an effort on 
the part of the company to get a contract 
which would give it the right to run big 
cars on its lines to Forty-eighth avenue. As 
compensation the company offered a 5 cent 
fare on the surface roads from all points on 
the Cicero and Proviso system to State 
street in Chicago, except over the Harrison 
street line. The company also refused to 
give transfers for the north and south lines. 
This did not suit the members of the board 
and they rejected the contract. 

The board also repealed the ordinance of 
1898, under which the fares to the city on 
the surface lines was made 8 cents. No 
réason was assigned further than that the 
board hoped to force an acceptable agree- 
ment from the company. The company will 
operate under its old ordinance for the pres- 
ent, though it was said that in order to pre- 
vent a legal fight that would be costly a new 
ordinance probably would be introduced at 
the next meeting of the board. 


LOSE PLACES BY WEDDING. 


Women Clerks in the Postoffice Af- 
fected by an Order Received 


from Washington. 


The alternative of choosing between a hus- 
band and a position in the postoffice has been 
put before the women employés by an order 
received by Postmaster Coyne from the 
postoffice department yesterday.

tained had been abandoned and that Chi- 
cago would hereafter use all legitimate 
means to secure promising “ prep ™ school 
athletes. 

This change of policy was discussed and 
appréved at the meeting of the Chicago 
Alumni club at its annual dinner last night 
at the Hamilton club, 


Change in Athletic Policy. 


Prot. Phil Allen, in giving a brief history 
of the club, brought up the meeting of last 
year and told of the discussion held at that 
time for determining some means for séeur- 
ing for the university more athletic material. 
At that meeting a committee Was appointed 


consider some plan by which, without lower- 
ing the high standards for which Stagg 
stands, students could be induced to attend 
the university.“ Rr. Raycroft was called 
upon by W. O. Wilson, the toastmaster, to 
tell of what had been done. 

The matter of securing for the university 
an increase in athletic material,” said Dr. 
Raycroft, “was carefully considered. We 
decided that the university, to protect itself, 
must engage actively in a canvass for new 
students. Others did it, and we must do it, 


much toward interesting prospective college 
students in the University of Chieago. We 
arranged to have a card catalogue made of 
all the promising men in the senior classes of 
the high schools and academies. This cata- 
e has not been completéd, but much work 

as been done.” 


Stagg Gives His Views. 


Prof. Stagg was then called upon to speak. 
He began seriously and before he had spoken 
many words his hearers were silent and 
thoughtful. 

“At your last meeting.“ said Mr. Stagg. 
“ you showed me, or in some way light came 
upon me. You made clear to me that we 
could honorably work to get good athletes 
here. We have changed our plan. We haye 
endeavored to secure these students, and al- 
ready the beneficial effect is apparent. But 
T want to say that in all the efforts we have 
put forth there has not been a single thing 
done which we would wish to cover up. In 
all the hundreds of letters we have written 
there is not one which I would not be will- 
ing to have any one read.“ 

The Chicago coach closed his h with 
an appeal to the alumni to work for their 
college and a tribute to the Chicago spirit. 
which, he oe had to be a thing to 
be proud 


When asked to tell what he thought of the 
coming game Coach Stagg said: 

J can’t explain it, but somehow I have a 

restful feeling in regard to that game. May- 
be it is unjustified, but I have it.

N days as a race course are numbered. 

ext geason Will be the last year of racing 
at the beautiful course of the Westchester 
| Racing association, one of the most spacious 
and best appointed courses in thle world. This 
fact was announced officially at the offices 
of the state racing commission today, when 
it also was announced that after Jan. 1, 1904, 
the Westchester Racing association would 
pogupy a new home. 

The new course will be south ot Queens 
Station, just outside of Jamaica, and, fitting- 
ly enough, will be named Belmont Park, in 
honor of August Belmont, the founder and 
promoter of latter day racing. 

There are 666 acres in the site 
by the Westchester Racing association. A 
turnpike intersects part of it, but 420 acres 
of it are level and free from obstruction of 
any kind, and on this section will be built 
the racetrack proper, clubhouse, stands, etc. 
The remaining 246 acres wil be devoted to 
stables for horses racing at the track and 
for yearlings. On the section of 420 acfes 
will be built a circular track of a mile and 
a halt, and there also will bea straightaway 
gourse of seven furlongs. 

The plans for the tracks are remarkably 
novel. The main track in front of the grand- 
stand will be one and a half miles in circum- 
ference. Immediately inside this track there 
will be a turf track one mile and three- 
eighths around, while inside thie there will 
be a mile and a quarter circular track for 
hurdle racing. There will also be a seven 
furlong straightaway course, and a chute, 
out of which will be run races of ond and a 
quarter miles. There will be a training 
Arack néar by, which * will connect with the 
main track, so. that both or portions of both 
tracks can be used in long distance racing. 
Behind the grandstand there will be a mile 
track; where yearlings can be trained and 


worked out. 
Westchester 


The men interested in the 
Racing association are the men foremost in 
racing, and it is their intention to make the 
new Long Island course the finest and best 
appointed in the country. With this object 
in view it has been decided to increase the 
capital stock of the association to $1,200,000, 
The estimated cost of the new plant is $1,- 
500,000. 

The plans of the Westchester Racing as- 
sociation have been approved by the state 
racing commission. The new home of the 
Westchester: people was acquired through 
third parties, who obtained an option on the 
property and then transferred it to the W est- 
chester representatives. 

The Morris Park course, now to be cut up 
into streets and bul:ding lots, was built at 
immense cost by the late John A. Morris 
of Louisiana lottery.fame, who planned to 
make it the wees and best course in the 
world.

CREW OF A SHIP 


Steamer Quito Is Wrecked 
Near the Entrance to 
Lorain, O., Harbor. 
RESCUERS ARE DARING 


Life Savers Brought from Cleyg 


land in Time to Take Of the 
Last Three 


 Larain, O., Nov. 
ing crew brought here by special! train 
Cleveland arrived tonight just in time %& 
rescue three men from a wrecked steamer 
When brought ashore the men were nearly 
dead from exposure. 

There were thirteen others in the crewar 
the Quito when it was driven ashore, but 
they were taken off by local rescue parties 
The Cleveland crew was sent for only when 
it was found impossible to reach the doomed 
vessel with a tug. 

The trip to the vessel shortly before mig. 
night in the face of a flerce gale wag « 
daring one, and for a time it seemed the lif, 
pavers would perish; but they made their 
way to the steamer and back A 


safety. 
Driven Ashore by the Gale. 


The Quito, with a cargo of iron ore from 
Escanaba, attempted to enter port, but was. 
rendered unmanageable by the storm and 
thrown upon the beach harbor. 
The tug Cascade immediate t out to the 
rescue and succeeded in taking twelve of 
the crew. The four others of the crew, two 
engineers and two mates, were in the cabin 
packing their clothing when the tug was 
forced to leave, 

Soon after the signals of distress from the 
steamer indicated that those left on beard 
feared the vessel would go to pieces. Once 
more the Cascade went out into the storm, 
this time towing a lifeboat. Owing to the 
high seas it was impossible to get the small 
boat close enough to take off the remainder 
of the crew and after several attempts the 
project was abandoned. In im mine 
of the lives of his créw, however 
Bowen managed to get the tug close 3 5 
to the vessel so that First Mate O. J. Ne. 
Graw could leap to the deck. His back and 
leg were injuted seriously. 


Special Train ‘Brings Rescuers. 

After a quick run on a special train the 
crew of eight men from the life saving station — 
at Cleveland, in command of Capt. Motley, 
arrived shortly before midnight. The iif 
saving applianees were unloaded directly 
upon the dock, and preparations immediately 
inade to go to the rescue of the remainder 
the crew of the wrecked steamer. 

As the little boat passed out of the harbor 
the great waves rolling in toward shore 
threatened to swamp it every minute, but 
after an heroic struggle the life savers suc 
ceeded in reaching the wreck and taking of 
beard John Anderson, B. Henry, and W. 
Faulkhaber and returning with them to port. 
The rescued sailors had had a terrible experl- 
ence on the wreck, and were nearly dead 
from the exposure when brought to shore. 


-Captain Tells Experience. 

Capt. Cody of the Quito relates the 
periences of the steamer in the cule 
Lake Erie as follows: 

After leaving the Detroit river and pass 

ing the dummy light we encountered a heavy 
gale blowing up the lake. After battling 
with the wind and seas for many hours fi 
an attempt to reack Cleveland the steainer § 
commenced. leaking: rapidly..from the ter- 
rible buffeting of the seas I knew it would 
be useless to attempt to reach Cleveland, 
and when ten miles from Cleveland I brought 
the vessel about and headed for Lorain. Au 
went well until we were about.to enter the 
piers, when the steamér broached to, missed 
the entrance, and went on the beach to the 
eastward.” 
First Mate McGraw, the last man to be 
rescued from the Quitd, says that the vessel 
has evidently broken in two. Distress sig- 
nals are again being sounded from the 
steamer, bat no further attempts to rescue 
the imperiled saflors can be made until the 
arrival of the Cleveland life savers. |

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The Spanish claims com- 

An Eeonom- mission has laid down a 
feal Claims rule which will save the 

Commission. United States much money. 

. The commission admits that 

the United States is bound to pay all claims 
for damages done to the property of Ameri- 


Wans in Cuba for which Spain could have 


been held, but it qualifies this by the state- 
ment that the insurrection in Cuba passed 
from the first beyond the control of Spain, so 
that Spain was not—and the United States: 


is not—responsible for damages done by the 


insurgents. If a claimant can prove that 
acts of Spanish authorities or soldiers which 
caused him loss were contrary to the rules of 
war he will have a valid case, but he can 
recover nothing on account of property de- 
stroyed by insurgents. Ex-Senator Chan- 
dier, who is the chairman of the commission, 
and another of its members dissent from this. 
They think all losses to Americans resulting 
from the insurrection should be paid for. 


‘As they are not a majority, the awards of 


the commission will not make so large a 
sum as it was thought they might. The 
treasury of the United States will be a gain- 
er. Unfortunately no claim ever dies. Un- 
just claims are pressed as pertinaciously as 
just ones are. Those which the commission 
disallows will be urged upon congress year 
after year as were the French spoliation 
claims. Perhaps a century from now a con- 
gressional committee will be reporting for 
the tenth or twentieth time on the rejected 
Cuban claim. ‘ 


. THE HAVANA RIOT. 
’ The. rioting in Havana on Monday was 
extended and bloody. It put a more nearly 
complete stop to work than most dis- 


| turbances of the kind, even clerks and cooks 


obeyed the order to stop work given out by 


‘the cigarmakers’ union. The men belong- 


ing to that union, which is the largest Cuban 
labor organization, had disagreements.with 
their employers which led to their going on 
a strike. The members of other unions were 


asked to show their sympathy by doing 
 kkewise, and they did with a near approach 


to unanimity. The loading and unloading 


- of yessels stopped. So did the printing of 


newspapers. The refusal of the men on 
the electric street car lines to quit work was 
followed by an attempt to make them do so, 
and the acute trouble of day before yes- 
terday followed. The riot was a bad one, 
but there have been much worse in this 
country. It was not one which calls for 
intervention on the part of the United 
States. The Cuban authorities are abun- 
dantly able to preserve order and to protect 
both foreigners and Cubans. 

There would have been no serious 
breaches of the peace if the municipal au- 
thorities had done their duty when the first 
symptoms of rioting becameapparent. The 
authorities were sympathetic or weak, and 
they allowed the turbulent element, which 
could have been easily quelled at the outset, 
to, gain courage and strength. The same 
thing has happened more than once in 
American cities. 

President Palma has taken charge of mat- 
ters and there may be no further ttouble. 
He has all the men he needs, and will main- 
tain order. He will be all the more deter- 
mined to do so because the Cuban govern- 
ment is a new one and is ontrial. If there 
were to be continuous disorder in Havana 
many would jump at the conclusion that 
the government was unable to protect either 
persons or property. President Palma is 
determined that there shall be no just cause 
for such a conclusion. 


THE THANKSGIVING DINNER. 

Since-in the annual observance of Thanks- 
giving a proper expression of gratitude has 
come to be connected indissolubly with a 
@pecially good dinner, it is well that the 
dinner should fittingly represent the spirit 
of the day, and that it should adhere as 
strictly as possible to the traditions of the 
fathers. 

When in the summer of 1621 che Pilgrims 
found that Providence had smiled upon

| tains boiled beef, which is an insult to the 


them, Gov. Bradford set apart three days 


for thanksgiving, and feasting was one way 
in which they expressed their gratitude. 
The turkey, the great bronzed wild one, not 
the barnyard gobbler, was made the chief 
dish at the feast, and from that day to this 
a turkey has been the accepted symbol of 
Thanksgiving, with the chicken, fricas- 
seed, roasted, or in great flaky pies, act- 
ing sometinies as an understudy and some- 
times as a side dish. The Pilgrims also 
Spread the board with other dishes easy to 
obtain, such as clams, oysters, wild fruits, and 
berries, besides pumpkins and beans, which 
were cultivated by the Indians, and samp and 
hoe cake, which were Indian inventions. In 
the evolution of the Thanksgiving dinner 


many of these dishes have disappeared. At 


an early date vegetables of various kinds, 
jams, ‘preserves, pies, and puddings took 
their places; and are even now standard 
with those who properly celebrate Thanks- 
giving. 

There are those so utterly lacking in a 
proper spirit of reverence for the customs 
of the fathers and so indifferent to the time 
honored gastronomy of the day as to advise 


wall sorts of innovations. There have been 


printed recently in the newspapers Thanks- 
giving menus which can only shock the or- 
codex celebrants of the day. In such 


strange menus appear oyster cocktails in 


Jemon cups, salpicons of fruit, anchovy 
toast, lobster and vegetable salads, omelets 


‘and soufiies, sausages, roast pig, grilled nuts, 


cottage cheese, cream peppermints, and even 
election cake, which is as out of place on 
Thanksgiving day as would be roast turkey 
on fast day. One of these menus even con- 


day. All these suggestions should be dis- 


regarded. They have nothing to do with 


Thanksgiving. 

The Thanks ving table which properly 
represents gratitude for the blessings of 
the year will have for its center piece and 
chef d' uvre a roast turkey, its dressing 
fla vored with sage and thyme and bay and 
sweet marjoram. There must be a delicate 
ly browned and juicy chicken pie, and also 
roast or boiled chicken. Between them the 
vegetables, the cranberries, and the gravies. 
When the solid part of the feast is dis- 
posed of, then there must be brought on 
reverently a plum pudding baked in a deep 
brown earthen pot, and a baked Indian 
pudding, after which the guests shoukl 
fairly revel in pies, the mince holding the 
place of honor, and scarcely less honorable in 


pie are indispensable, and he who fails to 
eat of all four to the extent of his fast les- 
sening ability is a heretic. There should be 
no dessert. Of what use would it be? In 
the evening cider, apples, doughnuts, ginger-

THE TOBACCO TRUST'S PROGRAM. 

A few years ago the tobacco trust partly 
controlled such manufactured tobacco com- 
modities as cigarets, pipe and plug tobac- 
co, and. snuff. A dominant position in so 
large an industry would have contented 
some men, but.not the men who contro] the 
tobacco trust. It is their aim to control 
everything absolutely from the crop itself 
to selling direct to the consumer, all manu- 
factures of tobacco. The aim is to get rid 
of competitors and middlemen, so the trust 


may be everything. 


After having practically eliminated com- 
petition so far as plug tobacco was con- 
cerned the trust took the first steps towards 
obtaining control of the cigar manufactur- 
ing business. It bought up seven of the 
principal clear Havana ‘manufacturers and 
six of the cheap cigar manufacturers. As 
a result of the purchases about 100 inde- 
pendent tobacco jobbers in New York Alone 
were driven out of business. A company. 
to do a jobbing business was organized and 
controlled by the trust, and the retailers 
have to make their purchases from it. 

In order to get control of imported cigars 
the trust bought out two large companies 
which have thirty factories in Havana and 
which between them almost exclusively con- 
trol the output of cigars in Cuba. This 
leaves but two tobacco commodities which 
the trust does not control. They are briar 


pipes and Turkish tobacco. It is said that 


agents of the trust are now in Europe pay- 
ing extravagant prices for Turkish tobacco 


clean. A briar pipe company with a large 


capital has been organized by the trust, 


with the intention of driving competing con- 
cerns out of the business. 

All that remains now is for the trust to 
force out of the field the independent re- 
tailers. Then it will have the supreme con- 
trol it is resolyed ta acquire.

It is spending money freely 
to carry its point. If it were to succeed 
the consumers would have to repay the 
money, and more, too. Once the trust, in 
order to get rid of a large independent manu- 
facturer of plug tobacco, put a rival brand 
on the market. The price was so low that 


in the first few years the trust lost $4,000,- 


000, but in time the independent manufac- 
turer had to go out of business. The cost 
of that brand is three times what it was at 
the outset and the trust has made $12,000,- 
000 net on it. 7 

There are many independent cigar manu 
facturers, but if the trust gets possession 
of the retail branch of the business there 
will be no outlet for the goods of the ‘in- 
dependent manufacturers. Consumers will 
be obliged to buy trust goods and to pay trust 
prices for them. The prices will be exor- 
bitant and the goods may be of inferior 
quality. The independent retailers of Chi- 
cago, New York, and other cities who are 
organizing to fight the trust are defending 
themselves and are defending consumers 
also. They deserve and should have the aid 
of the consumers. | 


“WHAT IS WANTED AT DUNNING. 
The report of the Dunning committee is 
not a series of accusations. It is a series 


and nag. It outlines a coneprehensive 
scheme of practicable reform. Its con- 
demnation of the present system, however, 
is none the less severe for being implied 
rather than expressed. 

The county institutions at Dunning are 
three in number. There is a poorhouse, or 
infirmary, an insane asylum, and a hos- 
pital for consumptives. The $500,000 soon 
to be secured through the issue of bonds is 


improvement of all three of these institu- 
tions. The changes proposed by the com- 
mittee are therefore intended not for re- 
mote but for immediate execution, 

The consumptive hospital, says the re- 
port, should be divided into two depart- 
ments. There should be a department near 
the center of the eity for cases which are 
far advanced. There should be another 
department, consisting of small, detached 
cottages, at some place well into the coun- 
‘try for cases which are merely incipient. 
This plan, it will be observed, contemplates 
the entire removal of the consumptive hos- 
pital from its present situation at Dunning. 
The reasons given are good. It is impos- 
sible to give advanced and incipient cases 
proper treatment on .the same premises. 
The advanced cases ought to be nearer the 
city than Dunning is because frequently the 
need of care is urgent. The incipient cases 
ought to be farther away from the city than 
Dunning is because a different air and a 
different elevation from those found there 
increase the chances of recovery. 

The changes in the insane asylum will 
consist mainly of an enlargement of accom- 
modations and of a separation of quiet 
and tractable” patients from “ disturbed 
and acute” patients. Overcrowding has 
been the disgrace of the Dunning asylum for 
years. Proper care has been impossible. 
Enlargement and separation will now bring 
in some kind of comfort and order. It is 
noteworthy, however, that the committee 
looks forward to the time when the state 
will supersede the county in the care of the 
insane and will take the Dunning asylum 
over into its own hands. d 

The poorhouse, like the insane asylum, is 
said by the committee to need repairs and 
alterations. Also the committee recom-

THE AMERICAN PACIFIC CABLE. 

The Pacific Cable company has agreed 
to the terms which the president and attor- 
ney general offered it in pursuance 6f the 
law passed at the last session of congress, 
with one modification. It is not required 
to employ American operatives only. It 
undertakes to do se when feasible. This 
was the least important of the conditions. 
The company agrees to lay a cable from 
San Francisco to the Philippines, touching 
only at American islands, and to lay an ex- 
tension from.Luzon to the Chinese coast in- 
dependent of the existing British cable. The 
government may at any time buy the cables 
at a valuation to be fixed by disinterested 
parties, but it probably never will care to 
do so. The company further agrees to lay 
a cable from Guam to Yokohama, no doubt 
because it expects that it will profit more 
from the Chinese and Japanese business 
over that route than it can over the line 
to Manila. — 

At the same time it is announced that 
the cable ship now en route to San Fran- 
cisco will complete the line to Honolulu be- 
fore Christmas, and to Manila before the end 
of summer. The imperial plan of an all 
British round the world cable has been car- 
ried out a year before the American cable 
can be completed. In spite of this it is 
doubtful if the English will gain much by 
their commendable enterprise and energy. 
The line runs by almost tradeless islands to 
Australia, and will come into direct com- 
petition with the Eastern Extension cable 
for messages to London. It will no doubt 
reduce the tolls from Australia, but the 
entire business of the island continent would 
hardly suffice to make the cable profitable, 
and there are no feeders, actual or pros- 
pective, on thé long line diagonally across 
the Pacific. The American line will have 
the Philippine business, the Japanese mes- 
sages for the United States, a great part of 
those intended for Europe, and a consider- 
able proportion of those from China, which 
now go via the Siberian route or the East- 
ern Extension and India. The British Pa- 
cific cable has the start, but the American. 
line will be fully as important politically 
and will be more important commercially.

British embassy in Paris, who is mar- 
ried to a daughter of the late B. Frank Smith, 
a real estate and insurance man in New 
York, has been created a knight comman- 
der of the order of St. Michael and. St. 
George, which has the effect of giving the 
prefix of Sir to his Christian name, while 
his wife becomes Lady Lee. 

Sir Austin is his wife’s second husband, 
and prior to marrying him she bore the name 
of Mre. De Wolff Taylour. 

Sir Austin Lee has for many years been 
one of the leading members of the British 
embassy at Paris, to which he was attached 


dry nurse. Being one of the most trusted 
and carefully trained clerks of the London 
foreign office, he invariably used to be 
chosen to attend dignitaries intrusted with 
diplomatic missions, and concerning whose 
knowledge, character, and attainments the 
authorities at home were not altogether 
certain. Thus, the late Earl Lytton was re-

In addition to his post as second secrefary, 
of the British embassy, Sir Austin Lee, 
whose father was for many years postmaster 
general of Ceylon and the best known writer 
about the island, Sir Austin likewise holds 
the appointment of commercial attaché to 
the various British embassies on the conti- 
nent—a post that carries with it a considera- 
bly larger salary than that which he would 
receive as second secretary. He is also the 
resident representative in Paris of the Brit- 
ish government. on the board of directors 
of the Suez canal.

Ot course, the guards to whom the con- 
veyance of political exiles is intrusted would 
not dare to perpetrate such crimes as these 
on their own account, and it is well known 
that when they put their prisoners out of the 
way they do it in obedience to hints or even 
direct orders from on high. Nor do they ever 
get punished, but are, on the contrary, re- 
‘warded.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS| 


DANTE AND HIS TIME. ) 
Highly Original Theories of Them by 
Karl Federn. 

“Dante and His Time,” by Karl Federn 
(he writing the book in English by his own 
hand, after having written it first in his 
native tongue), is a notable addition to Dant- 
ology. Herr Federn has chosen a large can- 
vas for his portrait, and on it, as background, 
has painted those perplexed Christian years 
which saw the glories of a pagan civilization 
sink ever lower, and which feeblty@but with 
sincere aspiration, implanted in th®compre- 
hension ot the world the virtues of the Chris- 
tian faith. He has done this well, and with a 
certain instinct for what is, dramatic’ and 
vital in history. One might well .conclude 
that intimate knowledge of the methods of 
the great Florentine have helped Herr 
Federn to the selection of the characters 
— he exploits as the forerunners of Alig- 

eri. 

His delineation of the character of Dante 
is diverting in the extreme, and certain 
theories of his, if not absolutely original, are 
at least those of a scholarly minority. For 
example, he maintains that Dante’s Beatrice 
was by no means the persons she has long 
been considered to be. “ Five centuries of 
men,“ the author says, accepted the asser- 
tion that Beatrice was the young daughter 
of a noble gentleman and neighbor of the 
Alighieri, Messer Folco di Ricovero Porti- 


and died at the age of 24 in the year 1290. It 
is true that a Franciscan monk, Da Buti, 
declared opposition te Boccaccio, who 
affirmed Beatrice to be the wife of De Bardi— 
that Dante’s love was a totally different per- 
son, but of the same name. Federn attaches 
importance neither to the words of the novel 
thinking Boccaccio, whom he considers a 
faulty historian, nor to the evidence of the 
monk. 

He believes that the identity of Dante’s 
Beatrice cannot be determined, that she was 
a young girl who never married, and that 
she returned Dante's love. He says: “To 
a man who loved as Dante did the marriage 
of his beloved would have been such a terri- 
ble shock that some sign of it, some allusion 
to the event, would be found im the ‘ New 
Life.” Some change would have to be noted 
in the tone in which he speaks of Beatrice, 
who certainly must have become an altered 
being in his eyes from the moment of her 
marriage. If she had been a married woman 


been different, but he had known her as a 
little girl of 8, and her marriage to another 
man must have been the greatest event in 
the history of his love, but not a word is 
said on it, not a word betrays the terrible 
disappointment it must have been to him; 
quite the contrary, the more he proceedsthe 
happier he seems to become.“ : 

The author deals sympathetically with the 
vexed question of the Beatrice of the Di- 
vine Comedy — that spectral and allegorical 
figure who has seemed to be one and yet not 
one with the woman of flesh and blood. He 
believes the Beatrice of the New Life” 
and the Beatrice of The Divine Comedy 
to be the same, although one isa symbol and 
the other an actuality, loved With the senses 
as well as with the spirit. At first,” says 
the commentator, “she was but the earth 
born woman he loved, but the world is full of 
symbols and symbolism, and all poetry is 
based on this fact. The more poetical a 
man’s soul is the better he is enabled to see 
it. . . We need not force more symbol- 
ism into Dante's poetry than it contains, and 
we shall find it but the more strikingly 
beautiful and mysterious for being natural 
and clear. The real woman that Beatrice 
was a ‘to him as something so high 
and as a reflection of something higher still, 
just as he expressed it in ‘ The Divine Com- 
edy,’ where she looks into the face of God 
and he into hers to catch the reflection of 
divine love, which in itself would be un- 
bearable to him.” 

The story of Dante’s political conflicts, his 
long and bitter exile, his sudden flaming 
hopes of rehabilitation, his sad yet honored 
death, the virulence of enemies, even after 
death, and the loyalty of his friends is feel- 
ingly and eloquently told. He who reads the 
story of Dante’s life for the first time will 
well to iearn it in this excellent and schol- 
book; he Who wishes interesting dis- 
on ancient points of debate, or de- 
sires to see the master of them that know,” 
through the eyes of an additional disciple, 
will also feel a keen interest. 

The book contains many translations of 
Dante’s sonnets and selections from his 

ter works by Plumptre, Rossetti, and 
others. Several portraits of Dante, taken

As an instance of the way in which the 
combination has been helpful to the trade 
as a whole, the experience of the American 
Strawboard company is cited. Owing to the 
new schedule of prices, which it has been 
possible to enforce since the Boxboard com- 
pany was formed, the earnings of the Ameri- 
can company have been showing a good in- 
crease. The net for October was about $40,- 
000, or at the rate of nearly $500,000 for the 
full year. This would be equivalent to 8 per 
cent on the $6,900,000 of capital stock of that 
corporation, a better showing than it has 
been able to make in the last ten years. 

Meantime, in spite of the favorable show- 
ing of earnings, the stock of the Boxboard 
company continues to act rather badly in the 
local market. There were sales of the pre- 
ferred yesterday as low as 52%, althougha 
little better tone developed during the after- 
noon, the closing price being 55. Much of 
the selling of Boxboard stock probably comes 
from some of the former owners of plants 
that were taken over by the new company, 
and by persons who exchanged Strawboard 
stock for the shares of the Boxboard com- 
pany. and who still have a small profit in the 
deal.

TheCopperSituation 


Puzzling Conditions—Is 12c. a Pound a Natural Price? 
Action of Amalgamated. 


The copper situation is puzzling to the last degree and gets more so instead of clear- 
ing up, says the Boston “ Post.” If the metal is selling lower than the law of supply and 
demand would place it, it is reasonable to conclude that the present slump is being en- 
gineered to gather in cheap stock from unfortunates who are forced out. 

But if the present price of copper is a natural one, then lower prices e 5ar4g copper 
stocks are in order. It is a reasonable assumption, based on the last reports, 
that there cannot be enough copper produced profitably at 12 cents a pound to supply 
the future demand. That means then, that when the mines that cannot make money 
at 12 cents have shut down there will soon be a scarcity of copper and higher prices. If 
all the mines that can make money on 12 cent copper, Calumet and Hecla, Boston and 
Montana, Copper Range, United Verde and a few others, were rushed to the utmost, it 
does not seem as though it would be possible for them to supply the demand, which must 
increase tremendously in the next few years because of the growth of industries utilizing 
electricity. For reasons deduced from the foregoing it dges not seem reasonable that 12 
cents is a fair price for copper. 

If the Amalgamated people are keeping the price of copper down as part of a crush- 
ing pdlicy, they have got a long, hard fight ahead with the result by no means assured 
in their favor. It is unfortunate, for the Amalgamated, in such a warfare that the peo- 
ple whom they aim to crush would lose very much less money than Amalgamated would. 
Very many of the mines that Amalgamated owns or controls show cost sheets ruinously 
near 12 cents, and yet these mines would have to be worked because Amalgamated could 
not produce enough from the low cost mines to hold anything like control of the market.

Fight Over Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Made Use Of by 
Bear Operators. 


exo. GOULD ISSUES vorn. 


Denies Authorizing Cireular Sent 
Out by Hawley Interests and 
Explains His Position. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. } 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—The bears had a 
veld day of it today, so far as the stocks 
commonly known as Gould and Harriman 
ghares are concerned. Taking advantage of 
the reports of a bitter personal fight between 
George Gould and E. H. Harriman, and aided 
by the weak technical position on the stock 
market, these bears freely offered down the 
Gould and Harriman stocks and succeeded 
in forcing average declines of about 2 points, 
some weak or timid long holders selling on 
the decline. 


Gould Issues Statement. 


Mr. Gould’s expected rejoinder to the cir- 
enlar issued yesterday by Edwin Hawley and 
H. Harriman ‘relative to the use of his 
game in sending out requests for proxies to 
be Used at the approaching election of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company was given 
out tonight in the form of a statement made 
to the press. 

The statement says: 

“I have read the surprising circular ef the 
24th inst. addressed by Messrs. Hawley and 
Harriman to the stockholders of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company. In some re- 
spects it is a direct misstatement of facts 
and in, others an ingenious perversion of 
truth. 

“Several conferences were held, but with 
no definite results. At- one of these confer- 
ences it was proposed to ascertain whether 
@ board cbuld be made up on an agreement 
with Mr. Osgood, assigning him two seats. 
This plan was proposed to Mr. Osgood after 
the conference on Nov. 6and was abandoned, 
as it became evident that Mr. Osgood could 
elect a considerably larger representation 
than that suggested. The matter was thus 
left in a wholly undetermined state when I 
left for the south on Nov. 11. ie Sa 


Ferms Not Submitted to Him. 


“No form whatever, either of circular or 
of proxy, was shown to me or received my 
approval. The conference referred to was 
merely a stage im negotiation and was not 
conciusive on any point whatever. During 
my absence in the south I learned by wire 
that a circular and form of proxy—the one 
pigned in my name and the other including 
my name jointly with those of Messrs Haw- 
jey and Harriman—had been mailed to the 
ptockholders. Immediately upon my return 
i disavowed this proceeding in a similar 
communication addressed to Messrs. Hawley 
god Harriman, a copy of which has already 
been made public.

KARPENS GE? MORE LAND, 


TO ERECT COSTLY STRUCTURE IN 
MICHIGAN AVENUE. 


Firm Secures Nimety-nine Year Lease 
of the Masury Property and Will 
-Expend at Least $350,000 on a Six- 
teen Story Building to Be Used 
Largely as a Furniture Warehouse 
and Exhibition Rooms—Other Tran- 
sactions in Chicage Real Estate. 


Another great building project is assured 
for Michigan avenue in the shape of a six- 
teen story structure to cost from $350,000 
to $400,000. It will be erected by Karpen 
Bros. on the Masury property at 189-192, ad- 
joining the property of the firm at 187-188 
Michigan avenue, the Karpens having closed 
a ninety-nine year ground lease of the Mas- 


ury property. The property has a frontage 


of 82 feet and a depth of 171, and will give the 
Karpens an aggregate frontage of 135 feet. 
The new building will be used by the firm 


of its factory. 

The lease, which was negotiated bx. O. O. 
Hall, dated from Jan. 1 and provides for an 
increasing rental at recurring intervals. For 
the first ten years an annual rental of $15,000 
is provided for, for the next ten years $16,000, 
for the following fifteen years $17,500, and for 
the remaining time $20,000. The average 
rental for the entire term is $18,712, which, 
capitalized on a 4 per cent basis, gives @ 
value of $467,805, or $5,707.a front foot and 
$33.31 a square foot. The board of review 
for 1902 fixed a value of $418,590 on the prop- 
erty. 

Leases May Cause Delay. 

It is not known definitely when the firm 
will secure possession owing to some uncer- 
tainty regarding the expiration of some of 
the present leases on the building. Part of 
the structure is occupied by J. W. Masury 
& Son, paint and varnish makers, and the 
rest is devoted to various uses. The build- 
ing is six stories high and was valued by the 
Masurys at $100,000, but the lessees consider 
it of no value. 


Richelieu hotel building at 187-188 Michi- 
gan avenue, together with the leasehold in- 
terest, for $75,000, and expended $60,000 in 
the reconstruction of the building, convert- 
ing it into a high grade warehouse for the 
exhibition of furniture. A few months ago 
they supplemented these purchases by ac- 
quiring the fee of the property, paying Mrs.

— GO CONDITIONS. 


Speaking at Academy of Sciences, He 
Declares City Is Trying to Make 
Drainage Suitable for Town of 50,- 
000 Answer for a 2,000,000 Popula- 
tion—Where Money Could Be Saved 
by Flushing the Streets — Would 
Abolish the Tunnels. 


Remedies for the relief of Chicago's sewer- 
age and water systems were discussed by 
George W. Jackson at the Academy of Sei- 
ences in Lincoln park last evening. He said 
that with a population of 2,000,000 Chicago 
is strugglirg today with a system of 4rain- 

¢ age designed for a city of 50.000. The ex- 
pense attached to the cleaning of the etreets 
by sweeping and the better results that 
could be reached by flushing, now impossi- 
ble because of the inadequate sewerage, were 
also discussed. 

“T have a suggestion to make which will 
give the city sanitary sewers, permit the 
cleaning of the streets by flush'ng. and afford 
a much better protection against fire in the 
downtown district,” said Mr. Jackson. “ It 
is that the city construct a high pressure 
water system and a combination sewer 
system, one for subsoil and the other 
for storm water. These sewers should be 
one foot in diameter, built of cast fron or 
steel, and placed just outside of the curb 
line in the street. 


A Would Save by Flushing Streets. 


“My plan is to build the subsoil sewer at 

a suitable depth below the surface of the 
street. A few feet above that I would in- 
stall the high pressure water pipe, furnished 
with a pressure sufficient to reach the high- 
est buildings. Above this I would lay the 


and surface water. I would connect the high 
pressure water system with the subsoil and 
storm water systems at each street inter- 
section. 

“This connection would have two open- 
at the top, one for the fire department 
and the other to be used in flushing the 
streets. With this system in operation a 
city employé could make the rounds of a 
certain district every few days and, by turn- 
ing a valve, thoroughly flush the subsoil 
and the etorm water sewers. This would 
mean a saving of about $100,000 a year to the 
city which is now spent in cleaning and 
- maintaining the sewers. It also would save 
the occupants of downtown basements some- 
thing like $200,000 annually in damages from 

back water. 


Would Abolish the Tunnels. 
In regard to the problem of Chicago's 
tunnels,“ continued Mr. Jackson, I believe 


that the only practical method is to lower 
them twelve feet below their present depth 
and extend the approaches one block at each 
end. This would put them low enough to 
provide a sufficient depth for the accommo- 
dations of every boat that will be built on the 
great lakes for half a century and would give 
them a safe grade for traffic. My opinion is, 


* 


however, that the tunnels should be removed 
and the money that it would take to rebuild 
end lower them used for new bridges, bring- 
ing the street cars downtown by means of 
„ the underground electric system. A dozen 
modern bascule bridges could be constructed 
for what it would cost to rebuild and lower 
the La Salle and Washington street tunnels.”’ 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Fate of Western Immigrant Bureau 
Is in the Balance—Cut Retes to 
4 Football Game. 


— 

The fate of the western immigrant traffic 
bureau will be determined next Friday, when 
a meeting of the advisory committee will be 
held in this city, attended by the general 
passenger agents of all the roads between 
Chicago and the Pacific coast. 

For the. last eight months the roads inter- 
ested in this business have been wrangling 
over a proposed reallotment of percentages 

under the pooling agreement. The Santa 
Fé and Rock Island railroads demand an in- 
creased percentage of the immigrant busi- 
ness to California. An increase in the per- 
centages of these roads would have to come 
, out of the Southern Pacific, and the latter 
refuses to make any concessions whatever 
or even to submit the matter for arbitra- 
tion. The Southern Pacific is a party to the 
western immigrant pool only in so far as its 
business via Ogden is concerned, but refuses 
to pool its business via the Sunset route. 


Cutting Rates to Ann Arbor. 


Rallroads between St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis and Ann Arbor are engaged in a lively 
war over rates for the football game at Ann 
Arbor tomorrow. The normal rate from the 
twin cities to Ann Arbor and return is $34.74. 
Two weeks ago the lines in the Western and 
Central Passenger associations agreed to 
make a special rate of $12 for the round trip 
for parties of 300 or more. Yesterday the 
Chicago Great Western notified Chairman 
MacLeod that it would make a round trip rate 
of $8 for parties of 300 or more. Chairman 
MacLeod declined to accept the notice, claim- 


ing it was not in regular form, but the Great 
Western decided to put in the $8 rate any now. 
The Northwestern and Michigan Central, 
=e * however, will get most of the business. 
parties from the twin cities having chartered 
a special train complete over these roads. 


Prepare to Advance Freight Rates. 

General traffic officials of the Central 
Freight association lines met here yesterday 
and took formal action for putting in effect 
the advance in freight rates as ordered by 
the joint meeting of executive officers of the 
trunk lines and Central Freight association 
last week. The new rates will go into effect 
on Dec. 8. The advance in grain and flour 
rates will be 2% cents a hundred pounds and 
5 cents on provisions. Rates on iron, coal, 
cement, and other special commodities will 
go up from 10 to 35 per cent. No changes in 
class rates have been made, but the classi- 
fication has been revised so as to make the 
class rates on many articles considerably 


higher. 
Transportation Notes. 


The report from Milwaukee that John W. 
Gates has obtained control of the Wisconsin 
Centra] railroad and had reached an under- 
standing with Mr. Rockefeller, who has a 
large interest in the road, that no more of 
the stock should be sold and that the agree- 
ment having been broken, Mr. Gates bought 
up the stock as it came on the market is 
denied flatly at the office of Harris, Gates 
& Co. It was said there the report is wholly 
without foundation and Mr. Gates has no 
interest whatever in the Wisconsin Central. 

The Western Passenger association has 
Placed the names of several hundred minis- 
ters throughout the country on the black 
list, in each case giving the reason why such 
minister is not entitled to a clergy half fare 
permit. In some instances ministers are ac- 
cused of having rented their permits to 
others, but the reason given in most in- 
stances is that the applicants were not en-

VICTORY FOR NEW OHIO CODE. 


First Attack on Municipal Bill, Made in 
Cincinnati, Meets Defeat—Ap- 
peal Is Promised. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 25.—The first attack 
on the constitutionality of the recently 
enacted municipal code bill for Ohio met 
with defeat in the court of common pleas 
today. The case was brought at the request 
of a taxpayer to test the law. Judge Murphy 
overruled the plaintiff's demurrer to tke 
answer, thus sustaining the constitution- 
ality of the law on all the points raised. The 
case will be appealed to the circuit court and 
then taken to the Supreme court.

RISK COMPANIES ATTACKED: 
CONTEND LAW IS INVALID. | 


Judge Baker Hears Arguments Against 
and in Behalf of Twenty-three Un- 


The hearing of the EE MANOS of the in- 
surance department. of INinois for an in- 
junction against twenty-three unauthorized 
fire insurance companies and their managers 
and agents, charging them with carrying 
on the business of “ wildcat " Insurance, wes 
begun yesterday before Judge Baker.

Louisville, Ky.,.Nov. 25.—After a lengthy 
conference between distillers from Ohio, IIIi- 
nois, Indiana, and Maryland, the members of 
the Kentucky Distillers’ association, it was 
decided to organize a mutual insurance com- 
pany to take over at a lower rate the dis- 
tillery risks under the schedule approved by 
the Kentucky and Tenmessee board of fire 
underwriters, unless a reduction in rate could 
be secured. Should the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee board, however, decide to rerate the 
risks, the proposed company probably will 
be abandoned. 


ST. LOUIS FAIR DESIGN CHOSEN. 


Man Who Devised Chicago Emblem 
Wins Contest for Official Seal of 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 


St. Louis, Nov. 25.—The contest for the de- 
sign for the official emblem of the Louisiana 
purchase exposition was decided today. The 
winner is Mr. Charles Holloway of Clinton, 
Ia. The successful design contains five 
figures. 

One in the center is a woman representing 
the territory of Louisiana. On her side 
stands Columbia, placing around her the 
American flag. The garments of France 
have fallen from her and lie at her feet. The 
colors of the French flag and the Fleur de 
Lis are plainly recognizable in them. 

In the background is a boat containing 
two figures—Progress and Rectitude. In 
front of Columbia and beside Louisiana sits 
a female figure representing France holding 
in her lap the treaty of the Louis ter- 
ritory. Draped over her arm is the tri-color 
of France. She holds in one hand the sword 
of municipality. 

The border contains four large figures 
typifying agriculture, commerce, art, and 
ecience. Up above are two small figures of 
genius and progress crowning art and sei- 
ence with a laurel wreath: In the lower 
corners are two shields with the colors of 
France bordered with the colors of France 
and the United States.

CARNEGIE INSTITUTION PLANS. 


Trustees Decide on Appropriations for 


Study of Sciences, Expenses, and 
Other Purposes. 


Washington, D. C., Nov, 25.—The trustees 
of the Carnegie institution today in annual 
session authorized the exécutive committee 
to appropriate $200,000 of the income to the 
purposes recommended by the advisory com 
mittees in various branches of science. The 
board also voted to set aside $100,000 as a re- 
serve fund, to allow $50,000, or so much as 
may be needed for other expenses, including 
salaries, rental, etc., and to devote $40,000 
to the publication of scientific memoirs and 
papers. The further details of the appropria- 
tion were referred to the executive commit- 
tee to be determined in accordance with gen- 
eral principles approved by the board. 
Messrs. Gage, Mills, and Higginson were ap- 
pointed as a finance committee.
